But the German people did not see the 
breakup of their military machine on their 
very doorstep, Thus the Kaiser's 
armies 
were able to straggle home in a semblance 
of order, at least enough for Hitler 
to be 
able to put across his myth that the war 
had been lost at hom e, not in the field. 
World W ar I wan lost in the field, and 
thine months before the armistice. It was 
then that the general staff lost heart, went 
on the defensive, and 
urged the govern­ 
ment to seek peace. Many military histor­ 
ians believe there was considerable 
fight 
left in the German army at th** end. 
But 
its general staff preferred to quit arid save 
the homeland from devastation. 
Certainly the German military situation 
was desperate, and no one can blame th*1 
Allies for ending the struggle. The cost of 
lives had been frightful. 
Even those who 
saw that Germany needed a further les­ 
son could not deny a world that was weary 
and longed for peace. 
Today 
Germany’s 
situation 
is again 
perilous. In many 
ways it is worse than 
at the same time in 1918, when 
th** Ger­ 
mans were fighting on only one front and 
their allies were still in the war. But Adolf 
Hitler is not a Ludenclorff or a 
Hinden- 
burg. 
He knows 
that 
he is hated 
and 
doomed. And conscience 
has 
made him 
more desperate than 
cowardly. 
Though 
the end may come quickly, it is certain that 
if Hitler remains in power he will try to 
drag Germany down with him in a bloody 
and lingering struggle. 
There will be a tragic cost of American 
and Allied soldiers’ lives to be paid in the 
battle of 
Germany. 
But it is a sacrifice 
that may be necessary to erase from Ger­ 
man minds the poisonous 
thought 
that 
they are invincible and inviolate.

Medical Problem of ‘Phantom Limb’

W E M U S T prepare ourselves 
for the sight of many of our young 
friends returning with mutilations 
of one kind or anither. The man

with an amputated Re or arm may 
experience and probably will tell 
you of what seems to him a pecul­ 
iar feeling as if the lop* limb 
were still there. 
This is known 
as '‘phantom limb.” 
This is not a new subject in 
medical science. It is as old, I am 
sorry to say, as warfare. After 
every war the worlu is exposed 
once more to the sad experience 
of knowing about »t in wholesale 
quantity. Amboise Pare, the stout 
old military surgeon of the French 
wars of I- rancis the First, and 
Charles IX , described it first in 
1551. Dr. W eir Mitchell, the fa­ 
mous novelist doctor of Philadel­ 
phia, studied the symptom in our 
Citril W ar soldier casualties, and 
to him we owe most of our knowl­ 
edge of these phenomena. 
In about 95 per cent of all cases 
the patient with an amputation 
feels the sensation as if the limb 
were still there. In moat instances 
it goes away in time. It is due, 
of course, to the fact that the cut 
nerves are accustomed to carrying 
the sensations from the skin and 
periphery of the limb and even if 
they are severed any stimulation 
of them arouses only the same old 
sensations they have always been 
in the habit of carrying. Amputa­ 
tions of the arm? carry greater 
conviction that the limb is still 
there than of the leg*. 
Feeling of Abnormality 
The sensation is usually pain­ 
less. but even so there is a feeling 
of abnormality. But sometimes it 
is quite painful. 
In such cases 
there is a curling in of the nerve 
ends in healing and these “ neuro­ 
mata” may have to be injected 
with alcohol. 
The 
sensations 
besides 
pain 
felt in the phantom are itching, 
warmth, throbbing and cramping, 
and these are sufficiently uncom­ 
fortable to say the least. 
One very strange feature of 
the condition of phantom limb, 
whether it is painful or not is that 
the phantom is always felt as if 
it were in exactly the position it 
was in at the time of amputation. 
‘It is as if the postural model had 
Become frozen when normal stim- 
slation ceased.” 


Since ‘ he be gin ii. r. g of our pie? 
ent wartime experience with this 
I type of casualty a great deal of 
study ha? been put on it by neu­ 
rological surgeons and it is ex- 
i rooted that more satisfactory ex- 
J planations of the phenomenon and 
i more satisfactory treatment of the 
serious complications, such as se­ 
vere pain, will ensue. Up to the 
present the treatment has not been 
i v. ry satisfactory. It is the prac­ 
tically unanimous opinion of all 
surgeons that re-amputation, or 
) cutting off the stump? of the pain­ 
ful nerves consistently fail? to re­ 
lieve the pain and other symptoms. 
Since attempts at relief at the 
peripheral site— the stump—have 
failed, the latest research has been 
to approach the problem by ex­ 
amining the central nervous sys- 
j tem. 
Dr, 
Guiticrrez - Mahoney 
treated one patient by removing 
the part of his brain which re­ 
ceived 
the 
sensation 
from the 
painful limb with complete suc­ 
cess. Such measures even though 
drastic may have to be employed 
in drastic ntuations.
